At a recent circle held at a private 
hotse, in New York City, a number of 
manifestations occurred which are so 
rare and remarkable that a little account 
of part of them will probably imterest 
readers of spiritual phenomena 

The seance in question took place on 
Saturday, the 16th, at 243 W. Ninteenth 
Street, in the presence of a select few, 
thus securing good conditions in the 
offset; as was proven by the fact that 
even before the wedium had entered the 
cabinet (a small clothes-closet on this 
occasion), the controlling spirit was 
beard to say within: “I see that a gen- 
tleman present has come prepared to 
apply avery simple yet strict test to our 
medium. I have no objections to bim 
applying the test!" 

The gentleman alluded to seemed sur- 
prised at the control's remark, but ad- 
mitted that he had intended to ask per- 
mission before doing so. It provela 
very simple one, but one I had never 
witnessed before. The test was this: 
The medium's hands were placed on a 
large sheet of drawing paper, and with 
a pencil the gentleman drew an outline 
of hands aud fingers. But as there was

A 
pad of paper was brought in, sheets torn 
otf and thrown upon the floor, accom- 
pauied by lead-pencils, The lights were 
turved dowu, the hands of the medium 
being held by gentlemen on either side 
until orders were given to relight the 
gas-jets. During the few minutes thus 
conditioned, we heard rustling of papers, 
bands writing rapidly, and other sounds 
not intergretable by us.

or conduct funeral services, according 
to circumstances, -If this seems peculiar 
to some people, and for that reason 
think our ministers should be licensed, 
we have reasons to think that the Jewish 
and Catholic and Chinese religions are 
altogether without the pale of rational 
worship and whose ministers, too, should 
be licensed for holding seances at all 
hours of the day, either by making to 
their followers vain promises of salva- 
tion by simply partaking of à wafer and 
nsip of wine, or by demanding from 
them confessions of their weekly sins 
aud taking a fee for the forgiveness of 
these sins, which they claiur to be in 
their power to do. The Spiritualists’ 
ministers (the mediums) make no such 
vaiu promises nor set theniselves up as 
vicars of a deity with power to forgive 
sins, but simply endeavor, through their 
spiritual gifts, to comfort men und wo-
